THERE IS DANGER 
IN RECKLESS TALK 


Sensational Stories About Ger- 
man Action in Venezuela 
Are Worrying the 
Administration. 


BOTH NATIONS “BITTER. 


Inflamed Public Opinion Here 
and in Europe Creates a Situ- 
ation Full of Disagree- 
able Possibilities. 


VENEZUELA—Sensational stories of pending 
clash with Germany deprecated by administra- 
tion.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—[{Special.}— 
Within the last two or three days sensational 
stories have been set afloat apparently for 
some interested purpose, which is supposed 
to be the effect on the stock market, regard- 
ing the intense indignation the administra- 


Germany in the Venesuela case. 

Reports alleged to be private and confiden- 
tial have been sent out from here to Wall 
street to the effect that President Roosevelt, 
Secretary Root, and Secretary Moody have 
been concerting together for the purpose of 
strefigthening the army and navy in view 
of an anticipated war with Germany. 

There is no truth in any of these stories. 
The president is not anxious, and his sec- 
retaries of war and navy are not preparing 
for a conflict with Germany, any more than 
with Great Britain, or France, or the sultan 
of Sulu. The repetition of these stories, 
however, is viewed with some concern by the 
administration, because it indicates @ con- 
dition of public opinion which is dangeroys 
in the extreme. 

I have authority for the statement that 
President Roosevelt is chiefly anxious that 
nothing should be done to inflame public opin- 
ion in this country against Germany. He has 
not protested to Germany, and Germany has 
not protested to the United States. There is 
as yet nothing to which the United States 
can fairly take exception in the conduct of 
the blockade. If Germany should make open 
war upon Venesuela, land troops, and cap- 
ture cities, this country would not be entitled 
to intervene, and President Roosevelt so 
understands the situation. 

Until Germany assumes to seize and retain 
some territory in Venezuela the Monroe

o position assumed by President Roosevelt 
‘While he has no possible thought of 


officers of his administration recognize that 
the most serious phase of the difficulty is not 
in Venezuela but in the United States and in 
Germany. In other words, the danger arises 
from the apparent readiness of the people in 
both countries to take up exaggerated stories 
and to make public expressions of hostility 
which can scarcely fail in the long run to 
provoke a clash. 


Certain of the most 
have called the attention of the president to 
the fact that all over the United States there 
is a spirit of open resentment toward Ger- 
many which is in sharp contrast to the 
evidence of friendliness manifested every- 
where during the visit of Prince Henry. 
This resentment is provoked, of course, by 
the extraordinary action of Germany in 
Venezuela, but really it dates back to the 
clash between Dewey and the Germans in 
Manila bay. 

On the other hand, the president has been 
informed through the state department that 
throughout Germany an identical state of 
public opinion has become quite apparent. 
Resentment against America, arising orig- 
inally from commercial] competition, seems 
gradually to have been transferred into a 
spirit of martial animosity. It ts a curious 
and dangerous coincidence that the jingo 
sentiment seems to be widespread both in 
Germany and in the United States. 

The president, it is said by his callers, 
fully recognizes the danger of this situation 
to the continued peace of the two countries. 
He has not forgotten the lessons of the 
months which preceded the Spanish war, 
when R might have been possible to settle 
the differences on a peace basis had it not 
been for the explosion which destroyed the 
Maine. The president has been advised— 
and the advice was fully in accord with his 


most caution in settling the Venezuelan dis- 
pute. 

Fear is expressed in Influential quarters 
that there may be some clash between Ger- 
many and the United States which, while 
insignificant in itself would serve to in- 
flame the martial spirit of the two coun- 
tries, and thus tend to bring ona war. Such 
a war, of course, would be a catastrophe to 
both countries, because Germany and the 
United States have abundant resources, and 
come of that race of men which posseases 
not only military ardor, but the cool de- 
termination which wins battles and changes 
maps. No man could estimate the outcome 
of such a conflict, because the United States 
probably never could conquer the empire of 
Germany, and the kaiser’s armies never 
could overrun the continent of America. 

In view of this danger the state depart- 
ment has been acting with extreme caution. 
It is realized here that to send a fleet to 
Venesuelan waters would probably mean a 
clash with Germany in about a week, and 
such a clash would almost certainly mean 
war in spite of the best efforts of the presi- 
dent and the kaiser to prevent it. 

There is no disguising the strong anti-Ger- 
man sentiment in congress and it is not con- 
fined to parties or localities, but apparently 
is fairly representative of public opinion 
throughout the country. From reliable Ger- 
man sources it is learned that this dangerous 
undercurrent is everywhere to be found in 

y, and it is said by one thoughtful 
diplomatist to be rapidly taking the place of 
the traditional anti-French sentiment. It 
is hoped that when Baron Speck von Stern- 
berg reaches this country he will at once 
realize the condition of affairs and will ad- 
vise the kaiser that the best way to make 
friends with America is to pull every German 
gunboat out of all American waters. Until 
this is done, whatever may be the outcome in 
Venezuela the possibility of a clash with the 
United States will continue. 

So far as diplomacy is concerned it can be 
safely predicted now that neither the United 
States nor the kaiser’s government will put 
in writing any phrase or suggestion calcu- 
lated to provoke an outbreak. The German

It may be that they inferred 
that I had been called to a larger field. While 
it is true that I have had such opportunities, 
this is t the reason for my action. The 
fact is eh Jam no longer a Presbyterian. 

“TI love the Presbyterian’ people, I admire 
their generosity and genuineness, and 
heart's warmest affection goes out to the 
people of this congregation; nevertheless, I 
am compelled by common honésty to turn 
aside from this ministry. This is not hasty 
action on my part. It is the result of a 
long struggle and (deepening convictions 
through the years.

“I believe in the historical position of the 
American Catholic church, commonly called 
the Protestant Episco I believe that 
Christ created one church of unbroken con- 
tinuity and commissioned one apostolic min- 
istry.

England Sick of Bargain. 
Some time ago Great Britain became sen 
of the blockade, but could do nothing to stop 
it, and therefore still assumes responsibility 


for the unnecessary and arbitrary action of 


the German gunboats. As soon as Venésuela 
endeavored to take any advantage of the 
friendly feeling of Great Britain and of the 
still more conciliatory attitude of Italy, it 
was found that Germany held the key to the 
situation and was dragging its two allies 
along with it according to the terms of the 
original agreement. 

Now, however, the pressure by Great 
Britain and Italy has become exceedingly 
strong and the meetings between the three 
diplomatic representatives here in Washing- 
ton have not been entirely amicable, but 
have been enlivened by charges and counter 
charges. The German end of the negotia- 


tions is in the hand of Count Quadt, who is 


sturdy, forcible, and not always polite, but 
an upright, honorable man. It is believed 
he has sent to his government a strong rece 
emmendation in favor of accepting the Ven- 
proposals.

Plan for a Settlement. 


The proposition which the three nations are 
expected to answer tomorrow as it comes 
from Venezuela is believed to be that the 
allies shall withdraw their ships and abandon 
the application of a blockading force. This 
course means the opening of all the Ven- 
ezuelan ports to the commerce of the world. 
Thereupon it is proposed that a certain per- 
centage of the daily receipts in each custom 
house shall be set aside for the joint use of 
the creditors of Venezuela and paid over to a 
representative of the foreign nations. Thie 
trust fund could later on be distributed ac- 
cording to any basis of settlement agreed 
upon either by The Hague tribunal or by any 
other mode of determining the accuracy of 
the foreign claims, the general justness of 
which Venezuela admits. 

The basis of agreement as to the custom 
houses is admitted to be a fair one. Ven- 
ezuela, like all other Spanish-American na- 
tions, is absolutely dependant upon the cus- 
toms houses for its revenues. It has prac- 
tically no internal revenue, and an attempt 
to secure money by such means would pro- 
voke an instant and probably successful 
revolution. 

For this reason it is manifest that Ven- 
ezuela can pay no money to anybody so long 
as a blockading fleet keeps out all foreign 
commerce. If the allies refuse to litt the 
blockade and continue to demand a cash 
payment they would appear to be demanding 
that Venezuela go into the difficult business 
of making bricks without straw. 


Venezuela Faces Starvation. 

Reports in possession of the state departe 
ment show that the people of Venesuela as 
a whole are on the verge of starvation, and

Boer Valor Commended. 

After the presentation of an address of 
welcome, Mr. Chamberlain made a speech to 
the commando, in which he congratulated 
the Beers on being the comrades of so great 
and gallant a man as Gen. Delarey. The 
colonial secretary continued: 

1 hope he is my friend, and I hope you 
all are my friends. We fought a good fight, 
and there is nothing to be of on 
either side.” 


On the conclusion’ of Mr. Chamberiain’s 
speech Gen. Delarey unexpectedly stepped 
forward and addressed the Boers in Dutch, 
declaring his belief that the colonial secre- 
tary, was the man to set things right in 
south Africa.” 

These speeches made an excellent im- 
pression. On proceeding on their journey 
today Gen. Delarey accompanied the party. 


BANISHED FROM BOLIVIAN SOIL. 


South American Republic Expetriates 
Its First Vice President on Grounds 
ot Political Expediency. 


. LA PAZ, Bolivia, Jan. 25.—First Vice Pres- 
ident Col. Valesco was banished under an 
executive decree issued yesterday for an 
indefinite period. A police patrol conducted 
him to the Peruvian frontier. 

The reason for this action was that Vice 
President Valesco being a leader of the op- 
position could not assume the presidency 
without creating political disturbances. 
The second vice president, Dr. Anibal Cap- 
riles, will assume the presidency when Pres- 
ident Pando leads the military expedition 
to Acre. 

During the last week several conferences 
have taken place between the Brazilian min- 
ster and President Pando. The object of 
these meetings have not been definitely as- 
certained, but it is believed that Brazil is 
seeking to dissuade the Bolivian government 
from proceeding with the military expedition 
to Acre. 

It is said that Brazil is offering in exchange 
the Madeira territory, situated on the Bol- 
ivian frontier, with financial facilities for 
Acre. 

Brazil Issues a Protest. 

PARIS, Jan. 25.—The Brazilian legation 
here has issued an official statement by the 
Brazilian government explaiming the lat- 
ter’s position towards the Acre dispute, and 
the projected Bolivian expedition into the 
Acre territory. 

The statement declared that the Brazilian 
government has given Bolivia to understand 
that the contract with the Bolivian syndicate 
is a monstrosity on law since it entails 
partial alienation of sovereignty to a for- 
eign company, and that the concession is 
void, inasmuch as it disposes of territory 
which is at the present time the subject of 
dispute with Peru. 

The statement proceeds to say that 
Brazil has always given a liberal interpreta- 
tion to the treaty of 1867, seeking to favor 
Bolivia by procuring her facilities of com- 
munication on the Amazon and the Para- 
guay. But Bolivia having alienated to a for- 
eign syndicate the rights conceded to her 
in the Acre territory, Brazil will now 
sustain the strict interpretation of the 

Brazil Sending Troops. 

After recounting the various proposals 
which have been made to adjust the dispute 
the statement concludes: 

“ Bolivia having refused all these pro- 
posals, and President Pando having decided 
to march against the Brazilian subjects in 
Acre, the president of Brazil has decided to 
concentrate troops in the adjoining states 
of Matto Grosso and Amazonas.“

LEFT TO POOR AGENTS. 
Speakers at Plymouth Church 
Point to Better Methods of 
Organized Charity. 


Criticism ot the manner in which the public 
coal fund, raised at the solicitation of Mayor 
Harrison, has been distributed marked an 
address made by Franklin MacVeagh at the 
Plymouth Congregational church last even- 
ing. The Rev. R.A. White and M. M. Man- 
gasarian, who also spoke on phases of the 
work of the Bureau of Associated Charities, 
added their approval to the stand; taken 
y Mr. MacVeagh. That the mayor had 
acted within his province in his request for 
aid for those who were suffering from the 
need of fuel, all the speakers agreed, but they 
declared that in the distribution ot the fund 
a policy had been followed that was short- 
sighted and misdirected, to say the least. 
“I will not say that the action of Mayor 
Harrison in going out of the way of his 
regular duties to call on the (public to con- 
tribute for the relief of the poor was not 
roper in the crisis which existed.“ said Mr. 
MacvVeagh. But I can find no excuse for 
the policy of distribution that was adopted. 
There never was and never willbe an ex- 
¢use for people to contribute to a fund to be 
distributed to the poor by inexperienced 
agents. 
_ Good Fund Poorly Handled. 
|“ The distribution of this fund was left 
to men who did not know the needy from 
the unneedy, the worthy poor from the un- 
| poor, instead of placing it in the 
hands of any of the several organizations 
which are equipped both with the proper 
information and the proper appliances for 
the proper distribution of the fund. The 
bureau of charities is such an organization, 
and it is only one of six such organizations. 
“The police force has no place in such 
work. There is much other work that the 
police might more properly and profitably 
been engaged in. What is there in the train- 
ing of the police that equips them for such 
work? Granted that the police are in a 
position to discover need, they can do more 
good by reporting that need to any of the or- 
ganized charities than by trying to relieve 
it. They have not the facilities for discrim- 
inating between the worthy and the un- 
worthy, the honest man and the fraud. 


“| Distribution Was an Abuse.

| Bureeu’s Need of Funds. 
In ͤ the course of his remarks introdueing 
the other speakers of the evening, Mr. Mac- 
Veagh, who is president of the bureau of 
associated charities, pleaded for contribu- 
tions to the work. The bureau had only ten 
‘agencies, he said, and ought to have at least 
twenty. While its revenues were large, he 
said, they ought to be doubled to meet the 
needs of the work and to carry the organized 
charity into all parts of the city. 

He told of a district in the southwestern 

part ot the city, with a population of 300,000 
persons, and compared it to London's great 
east end in many of its characteristics. 
There are no charity agencies there, and 
there is no community life. The residents 
might as well live in the isolation of the 
prairies for all they enjoyed of the com- 
munity life of the great city of which they 
were a part. 
The theme of the remaining speakers was 
that of organized scientific charity as com- 
pared with the old unorganized, indiscrimi- 
nate giving of alms. — 

The old theories of charity made paupers 
of self-respecting and self-supporting men.“ 

id Mr. White. The new charity strives 
to make men self-supporting. It is easy to 
give your old overcoat to the shivering man 
at the door, who in nine cases out of ten is a 
fraud and a professional beggar, the agent 
of some second hand clothing dealer. The 
new charity imposes upon the giver obliga- 
tions of seeing that he gives properly and 
that instead of indulging a humbug he is 
helping some unfortunate to become a man. 
Charity is an unfortunate word, and we 
have outgrown it and it should be discarded. 
Its associations make it offensive some- 
times. Charity should be love in action, and 


is good sense with sublime sentiment. 
Old charity was easy enough, but the 
new charity increases the responsibility of 
the man of wealth. It does not mean that 
the responsibility is to be reduced for any 
one. To simply give alms is not the purpose 
f the bureau of charities. There are about 
200 alm giving agencies in the city, and I 
think there are 150 too many of them. To 
simply give alms is simply to intensify 
trouble.” 
Charity. That Destroys the Man. 

Mr. Mangasarian touched on the theory 
of the survival of the fittest when he de- 

ared: 

What is the use of keeping a man alive 
after he has lost his sense of manhood? The 
old charity taught the poor that they were 
blessed and that they had a claim on the 
well todo. The new charity regards poverty 
as a curse, as a crime. If a man is of no use 
in the world the world owes him nothing. 
Give him charity and you simply drag out 
his uselessness. -Necessity is the force that 
gives activity to the brain, fire to the eye, 
strength to the arm, and makes men work. 
The Turk believes that to treat a dog well 
is a service to Allah, and Constantinople is 
overrun with dogs.

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LABOR MEMBERSHIP. 


Evanston Minister Sends Qut Inquiries 
as to Attitude jet Fitty Congress 


Finds That 28 Per 
municants Belong in That Category 
—Thinks Statement That Toilers 
Are Drifting Away Is Disproved. 


Churches in the middle west are not allow- 
ing labering men to drift away from them, 
although, as churches, they cannot g0 into 
political or social movemepts. This is the 
showing made by replies received to in- 
quiries by the Rev. J. F. Loba, pastor of the 
First Congregational church of Evanston. 

With a view of refuting statements that 
through lack of interest in laboring men the 
church was gradually losing their support, 
Dr. Loba wrote to the,pastors of fifty. 
churches, asking them to answer these * 

What per cent of your male members arp, 
artisans? 

Does your church codperate with 
unions and social movements? . 

Do you make any special effort to win the 
More than a Fourth 

The lies to the first question show a 
28 —— of the male members of these fifty 
churches were artisans. In one church 100 
per cent were workingmen, and in none of 

em did the number fall below 5 per cent. 

one of the churches codperates with labor 
unions and social movements or makes any 
special effort to win the labor classes. Where 
explanations came with the answers it was 
generally stated that no special effort was 
necessary to win the workingmen and that 
it is not the function of the church as a 
church to take any part in labor or social 
movements. 

From the contents of these letters Dr. 
Loba drew the inference that the church is 
not hostile to labor and that laboring men 
do not resent its policy of noninterference 
in labor movements. 

The church is not opposed to aggressive 
movements, said Dr. Loba in a sermon on 
The Church and Specific Reforms—Slavery, 
Temperance, and Labor,” last night. The 
church, as such, cannot go into political 
movements—this action is left to the mem- 
bers individually. While the church did not 
lead in the antagonism to slavery, vet the 
church sentiment played an important part 

in the solution of that question. Even in the 
case of the temperance cause the church 


it is fostered by a political movement. 


Sentiment of the Members. 

But the replies that I have received to 
these inquiries, although stating that the 
church takes no part in labor or political 
movements, do not indicate that the mem- 
bers of these churches dre opposed to them. 
On the contrary, I have reason to believe 
that the churches take a keen interest in 
the artisan, and that he is generally wel- 
comed the same as any other person would 
be. The fact that 28 per cent of the male 
‘membership of these churches are artisans 
does not indicate that the workingmen are 
drifting away from them.“ 

The letters were sent to representative 
churches in Chicago, Detroit, Grand Rapids, 
Springfield, Denver, and Peoria, and to small- | 
er towns, such as Bloomington and Gales- 
burg, Ill. In many cases the preachers 
stated that the facts were about the same in 
other pastorates they had held. 


DEATH RATE IN CHICAGO 
SHOWS NOTABLE DECREASE. 


Drop of 9.7 Per Cent During Last Seven 
Days Compared with Previous Five 
Weeks—Pneumonia Mortality Large. 
There was a yotable decrease in the death | 
rate in Chicago last week, according to the 
health department figures—ae drop of 9.7 per 
cent from the average weekly death rate of 
the previous five weeks, and of 12 per cent 
from the rate of the week before. 
The total deaths reported during the week 
were 551, an annual rate of 15.23 per 1.000 
of population, as comparéd with 626 and an 
annual rate of 17.31 per 1,000 during the 
previous week. The rate, however, is nearly 
10 per cent higher than the normal for the 
season of the year. | 
For twelve successive weeks,” says the 
Weekly Bulletin, the deaths from pneu- 
monia have largely outnumbered those from 
consumption, although the disparity was not 
so great last week as in the previous weeks. 
During this period 6,579 deaths from all 
causes have been recorded, of which total 
630—or a little more than 9.5 per cent—were 
from consumption, and 1,089—or a little more 
than 16.5 per cent—were from pneumonia. 
The first deaths from smallpox in the isola- 
tion hospital since June 26, 1902, occurred 
during the week. These were two colored 
men, never vaccinated, and both victims of 
the confluent form of the disease. The last 
previous death, that of June, 1902, was also 
ot an unvaccinated colored man, and he, too, 
suffered from a confluent attack. | 
At noon of Saturday there were thirty- 
three cases in the hospital, ten of which are 
of the confluent type. At the same date last 
year there were twenty-four cases, none con- 
fluent. The type of the disease has changed 
for the worse since the beginning of the 
year, and the marvelously low mortality rate 
of 1902 is not likely to be maintained this 
year.“ |

Less Fuel in Chicago than

Its Investigation. 

PRICES, TOO, ARE HIGHER 


Railroads Blamed by Some, While 
Others Say Inquiry Is 
Responsible.

Coal is scarcer,and the prices higher than 
before the special grand.jary commenced 
the investigation that resulted in the forty- 
four indictments against coal men. 
tors, wholesalers, and retailers were agreed 
yesterday as-to the actual conditions. al- 
though there was a difference among them as 
to the causes for the scarcity of the fuel. 

A slight falling off in prices which fol- 
lowed the beginning of the grand jury’s in- 
vestigation has been more than met by an 
increase of 25 cents a ton in the price of 
coal in cars, which has been made in the last 
week. Some operators declare that the grand 
jury investigation and its attendant dis- 
turbance of the coal ‘is responsible in 
a large measure for the in¢reased shortage. 
Wholesalers, however, bl the railroads, 
which were exonerated by the grand jury 
of any part in the alleged coal conspiracies. 


Blames the Grand Jury. 
It the grand juries and the state’s at- 


keep hand off and let the coal men run the 
coal business, conditions will get back to 
normal soon,” declared H. N. Taylor of the 
Big Four Wilmington Coal company. 

“ Before the recent attack on the coal 
men, many of the dealers had agents buy- 


ing coal at mines which had never before 


supplied the Chicago market, and were pay- 
ing a premium to get it. Then came the at- 
tack on the coal men and this unsettled 
the market. 

„Dealers did not want to take chances on 
buying coal at a premium and shipping it 
into Chicago, possibly to meet a falling mar- 
ket, so these agents were called in.“ 


Railways Said to Be at Fault. 


“It is up to the railroads,” was the com- 
ment of Henry E. Weaver of the Weaver 
Coal and Coke company. “As soon as the 
roads decide to cut out some of their high 
class freight business and pay more attention 
to the transportation of coal the situation will 
become easier. There is lots of coal, but the 
railroads are not getting the loaded cars to 
points in the city where the coal is available 
for market. 


“There is as much coal en route from the 


mines to Chicago as ever before, but the cars 
fail to get here. The service furnished by the 
roads is more unsatisfactory now than at any 
time for a month past. Loaded cars are 
sidetracked and are tied up in the yards be- 
cause the roads have not the motive power to 
move them. 

Our inspectors yesterday found at least 
1.500 loaded coal cars in the Chicago and 
Northwestern yards. These cars have been 
turned over to that road for delivery to points 
where they may be unloaded. The conges- 
tion on the belt lines is out of all reason, 
because the roads cannot handle the freight. 

“There have been days in the last week 
when the coal receipts did not equal the daily 
consumption of tnecity. The supply at many 
manufacturing plants is low, while in the big 
buildings the managers Bre economizing on 
the use of coal. In the face of this scarcity 
the prices must remain high.

The entire trip was marked 
by a succession of accidents and delays, 
while the fury of the elements seemed to 
combine to hinder its passage to its destina- 
tion. 

Soon after starting south the boilers com- 
menced leaking, with the result pay 
fresh water supply was consumed. en 
fuel began to.run short, and the vessel was 
forced to resort to such canvas aboard as 
could be fashioned into sails. : 

The vessel put into Port Moller for fuel and 
water, and after remaining two weeks start- 
ed agaih, only to run into fierce storms, which 
drove the ship from its course. Again fuel 
ran out, so the Dawson City headed for 


At this port ‘the sailors deserted andgre- 
fused’ to.continue the voyage. The run from 
Dutch Harbor to this port was made in twen- 
ty-two days, which is considered a good 
showing considering the weather and the 
facilities for handling the vessel. 

The Dawson City brought no passengers 
except its owner, Felix Brown of Seattle. 


Three Weeks Entering Port. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 25.— [Special. I— The 
four masted steel bark Nile, Capt. T. R. 
Symons, from Java via Barbados, was 
towed to an anchorage in the upper harbor 
this morning after knocking about the coast 
for the last month. The vessel sailed from 
Samarang, sugar laden, on Aug. 28. When 
off the Cape of Good Hope it was struck by, 
a southeasterly gale, which delayed it ten 
‘days in rounding the cape. Arriving at Bar- 
bados on Dec. 3, the vessel received orders 
to proceed to Boston.

JUVENILE COURT. RECORDS 


First Annual Report of Chief Probation 
Officer McManaman Completed—Total 
Number of Hearings 5,881. 


The first annual report of John J. McMana- 
man, chief probation officer of the Chicago 
Juvenile court since the resignation of Timo- 
thy D. Hurley, has been completed. It 
shows that the work of the court has in- 
creased greatly. 

The increasing dispatch of the court is 
shown by the comparative table of sessions 
and cases heard in the last three years. 
While the number of cases docketed has in- 
creased by hundreds the number of sessions 
has decreased, and nearly twice as many 
cases as formerly are now heard at each 
session. 

The total number of hearings in the year 
was 5,881. The cases of 1,427 delinquent boys 
and 181 delinquent girls were disposed of, 


dependent girls. Of the boys 685 were sent 


to the John Worthy school and many were 
paroled to probation officers. Most of the 
girls were committed to institutions. 

In the ground of delinquency larceny is 
first, with 456 cases. There were 271 truants, 
156 incorrigibles, 135 vagrants, and 126 bur- 
giars. In the causes of dependency drunken- 
ness or death of one or both parents leads. 

Nearly half of the boy delinquents are 
either 14 or 15 years of age. More than half 
of the girls are between 14 and 16. Twelve 
years is the most common age for the de-

Mr. Peel says that since the eleventh 
century the question has been: How should 
the European commonwealth be reconsti- 
tuted?

As the 
success of any one nation in the project of 
dominating Europe would mean death to 
Great Britain, and “ as the liberties of Europe 
coincide with our own, each power in turn,

Reads Lesson from History. 
In proof that cities are sometimes aban- 
goned by providence, Dr. Rasmus referred

“The Almighty does not roll the engines 
of physical destruction over cities that do 
not care for him, but he forsakes them to 
themselves and over them pours the marl 
of their own moral ruin. 

“The causes of such desertion may be 

traced in the twenty-third chapter of Jere-. 

miah, from which the text is taken. Do 
these causes obtain in our own queenly me- 
tropolis? Some of them do in a marked way. 
Place the first reason where it belongs—at 
the feet of the ministry. The pastors of 
that ancient city prophesied in the name of 
Baal and made the people err. Are any of 
the pulpits of this mighty center doing so? 
Let public opinion judge. To dethrone Jesus 
Christ, to uncrown the only revealed will of 
God to man, to put the newer thinking 
in position of infallibility against the long 
cherished infallibility of the divine thinking 
comes dangerously near prophesying in the 
name of a foreign deity.”’

In conclusion Dr. Rasmus said he believed 
the signs of evil were temporary and that 
ere long good would en and the city 
be purified. 


PREACH ON LOCAL OPTION BILL. 


Ministers Urge Support of Plan as Like- 
ly to Take the Saloon Out 
of Politics. 


Sermons on local option in licensing saloons 

were preached in several Chicago churches 
‘yesterday. 

Bishop Samuel Fallows in St. Paul's Re- 
‘formed Episcopal church said in opening: 

“The bill providing that the people of a 
community shall determine. by ballot, 
whether or not the saloon shall be estab- 
lished among them, is eminently a just one. 
I do not see how a single argument fairly 
can be advanced against it.“ 

Then the bishop told of an interview with 
@ saloonkeeper of Chicago, in which the lat- 
ter favored local option. The saloonkeeper 
complained that now he “ was entirely at 
the mercy of the politicians, both-of the city 
‘at large and of the individual wards. One 
stroke of the mayor's pen could take away 
the saloonkeeper's license, and that stroke 
would ensue from the ominous shake of an 
@iderman’s head. 


He advocated the establishment of a 
~ ‘Board for the granting of licenses, which 
~~ Should reflect the will ot the people, like a 

civil service board. All alleged 


tions 
of the law should be determined by this board 
‘and thus the arbitrary action of a mayor or 
‘other single political official be prevented. 

“ Certainly,” said the bishop, there is 
a supreme necessity for taking the saloon 
out of politics. As now operated, it is the 
most dangerous menace to the purity of 
municipal government.“ 


In Interest of Temperance. 


Dr. Polemus H. Swift, pastor of the Wes- 
ley Methodist church, said: 

“The enactment of such a law’would be in 
the interest of temperance and a union of 
the temperance people. If we can have a 
direct vote on the question of license or no 
license, disentangl from any and all other 
issues, it will be a step in the direction of 
separating the temperance question from 
party politics, and that is greatly to be de- 
sired. We are opposed to the saloon and 
want a chance to fight for victory. Party 
politics has rived us of that chance and 
robbed us of that right.“ b 


~ Opinion Adverse to the Saloon. 


At the Forty-first Street Presbyterian 
church the pastor, Dr. Cleland B. McAfee, 
said in part: 

The advancement of the race has devel- 
oped an adverse opinion regarding the 
liquor business. Time was when men sat 
in the open and took their drink in sight of 
any one, and no one counted it strange. 
Go down our streets now and see how many 
barrooms you can examine from the outside. 
Heads of business houses and railroad com- 
panies are discharging men who drink or 
‘frequent saloons. 

“There are attempts in our own day to 
bring the business into repute again. The 
saloon is counted the poor man’s club, and 
most of the men who favor the saloon are 
enthusiastic over the description. Doubt- 


less there is need for a substitute for the 


Saloon, for its social purpose in certain 
parts of any great city. But that the sa- 
loon, as a whole, finds its explanation in the 
Social instincts of men is little short of non- 
dense.“ The sermon closed with a word of 
praise for the Hyde Park Protective asso- 
“tiation.

“ Conditions might be worse, but not much 
worse, said Robert Lindblom yesterday, re- 
ferring to the famine in northern Sweden. 
Mr. Lindblom is chairman of the relief com- 
mittee in — According to Mr. Lind- 
Dlom, Chicago is not gener- 
ously as expected. 

The Swedes here have contribated $20,- 
000,"" he said, ‘‘ and by the time they have 
made up the remaining $5,000 that we need to 
make good our promise they will have done 
all they are able. Besides the contributions 
to our fund most of the Swedes are sending 
money to their own relatives. 

„All the citizens in Chicago of other na- 
tionalities have contributed amounts to less 
than $1,000, while by the best estimates that 
can be made there are 70,000 people in the 
affected district actually starving.“ 

The committee is endeavoring to get a 
shipload of meat sent to the sufferers. Last 
week letters were written to all the Chicago 
packers ‘asking them to support the idea, 
but not an answer was received. Thie week 
the relief agents will call on the packers 
to urge on them the necessity of giving the 
help. Sweden buys much of its meat in 


| Chicago, and the committee argues that the 


packers have made enough from their busi- 
ness in that country to Justify taper in do- 
nating some meat. 

What they need Wat, and there is no 
need of tanie up the question of seed grain 
now. said Mr. Lindblom. ‘‘ While they have 
no seed grain it will not be needed until May, 
and Russia can supply it then.” 

The cause of the famine was a wet, cold 
summer. It rained for weeks at a time, and 
the crops did not mature, Like the Kansas 
farmer ofa few yearsago the Swedish farmers 
have been.able to lay little aside for a bad 
season, so when one comes they are help- 
less.

The feature which distinguished these four 
clubs from the many other mercantile or- 
ganizations in the country is their limited 
membership.

Clubs Entertain Bach Other. 
Further cementing the bond of concord 
among these four clubs is a custom of bien-

such receptions may be seen the forces which

Institutions Aided by Club. 
Among the monuments to the enterprise 
and benevolence of this organization are the 
Chicago Manual. Training school and the 
Glenwood School for Juvenile Offenders. The 
club also gave to the United States gov- 
ernment the site of Fort Sheridan military 
reservation, and guaranteed $50,000 toward 
founding the St. Charies home for boys. 
The club was founded as a result of a meet-

Dragging Poisons from the Streets to 
the Home, Menacing Lives of 
the Innocent. 


Highland Park, II., Jan. .—[ Editor of 
The Tribune. ]—Now and then articles appear 
in the papers touching upon the increase of 
deaths as a result of insanitary surround- 
ings, but an observant person is led to be- 
lieve that a large number of the people of 
the city of Chicago are either criminally 
careless or fatally ignorant of prevailing 
conditions. 

The woman with the long train who is so 
frequently to be met with on the most un- 
healthful streets of the city would probably 
be horrified at the thought of deliberately 
concealing poison in the food prepared for 
her husband and children, yet without an 
apparent qualm she drags her skirts through 
the infected streets and carries in their folds 
the possibility of pneumonia or consumption 
for the people who are most dear to her. 

Some people realize this and benefit from 
the knowledge; others apparently reason 
that they have done such things in the past 
and are willing to risk the future. But it 
seems a pity, and more pitiful that others 
Should suffer through ignorance of what 
their actions may result in. 

Thoughtful people have made an effort to 
better conditions by attempting to get laws 
passed prohibiting expectoration in public 
places, but the result is hardly perceptible. 
It seems that the only hope is to impress the 
people in some way with the danger of the 
situation. 

A step has been taken by the women who 
have adopted short skirts exclusively for 
street wear, but until the fashion becomes 
general and men as well as women realize 
what carelessness means people may fall ill 
and die as they have heretofore, excepting 
that the percentage may continue to in- 
crease

Northwestern’s Department Schools
